‘I have not sold my stock,” said

WISDOM FOR DAILY LIVING 
Proverbs 3:1-6; 4:10-15, 18, 19 
Key Verse; 
Trust in the Lord 
with all your 
heart, and do not j 
rely 
on your 
ways, acknowledge , 
him, and he will make straight 
your paths. Proverbs 3:5-6 
Our assignment is a few passages 
from the book of Proverbs, one 
of the five poetical books of the 
Bible. A dictionary definition of a 
proverb is “a short familiar say­ 
ing expressing some well known 
truth, or common fact of expe- ! 
rience." We mitrht call it a bit of 
wisdom distilled in the experiences 
of men seeking to please God by 
righteous 
living. 
Proverbs 
is 
a 
book of ethics, divinely inspired. 
The Hebrew way of teaching was 
by the repetition of pithy sayings 
which had a practical value. This 
was especially true in teaching 
the young. 
, 
The book of Proverbs is a col­ 
lection of precepts, Solomon un­ 
doubtedly was the author of some 
of them. Others came from sources - 


unknown to us. But that does not 
detract from their value as means 
of instruction and guidance. After 
two thousand years, the approxi­ 
mate age of Proverbs, these teach­ 
ings have not lost their power to 
influence lives and mold them in 
righteousness. Our first passage 
(Chapter 3 1) opens with a heart­ 
toheart word from father to son. 
Evidently there 
was danger 
of 
juvenile delinquency in those early 
years. We certainly have it in our 
day. 
One analyst of our present 
problems concludes that next to 
the cold war the delinquency ram­ 
pant among our youth us the most 
disturbing problem. 
Wise Indeed 
is the father who can remind his 
son not only of his "teaching” but 
of his example as well. The fa­ 
ther holds out abundant welfare 
and 
prosperity as incentives to 
live righteously. Here Ie the same 
success idea 
one meets 
in the 
book of Job. No doubt a man oi 
good habits and character will ap­ 
ply himself faithfully to his task 


and so be likely to succeed. But 
the 
principle 
that 
righteousness 
will be rewarded with success and 
sin punished by material loss does 
not hold in New Testament ethics. 
Rather 
should 
one 
obey 
God’s 
laws, “so you will find favor and 
good repute in the sight of God 
and man.” And as another proverb 
declares "a good name is rather 
to be chosen than great riches.” 
Another word of wisdom is given 
by the thoughtful father to his son: 
"Do not rely on your own insights.” 
Here we meet the pride of man 
in his own wisdom and abilities. 
In many respects man has ac- 
i compli.shed much. This Is especial­ 
ly true in the fields of science and 
invention But he has not advanced 
much, if at all, in behavior. Here 
too, he thinks he can go it alone. 
That is about the gist of what is 
i called humanism. It has become 
; to many a philosophy of life in 
which God is not wanted. But hu­ 
man wisdom, unguided by the Di- 
I vine, has failed too often to be 
trusted 
This is not a welcome 
thought to a young man strong in 
self-confidence and "bursting with 
ambition.” But it is true neverthe­ 
less. 
There L a notable turning toward 
God for light. Religious instruc* 
1 lion is urged for unchurched youths 


and 
their 
parents. 
Bibles 
are 
printed and distributed in numbers 
as never before. We believe they 
are read, too, as never before. 
The channels for public education 
in 
religion 
are 
open. 
People 
have opportunities as they have 
not had. at least In this genera­ 
tion, to know God and His will for 
man.

Wednesday th a t the 
faulty piping is being removed from 
th* land prototype under construc­ 
tion at West Milton, NT., near 
Schenectady, but said the troubleAEC 
announcement 
Wednesday 


will not put the project ‘seriously 
behind schedule.’* 
And it said the Nautilus proto­ 
type which was built in central 
Idaho is undergoing a check of its 
piping as well—just in case. That 
plant has operated successfully. 
Steam Pipe Burst 
The Nautilus, at Groton, Conn., 
was on the verge of trial runs Sept. 
18 when a section of its high pres­ 
sure steam piping burst under test. 
Tile Navy found some of the Fa- 
inch streamline* contained welded 
instead of the seamless tubing 
called for in specifications. It said 
a t' least three months would be 
needed to untangle th* trouble. 
The Navy discounted any pos­ 
sibility of sabotage in the Nautilus 
explosion, and there was no hint of 
any deliberate wrongdoing in the 


division of the General Dynamics 
Corp.—builder of both the Nautilus 
and the West Milton prototype— 
“has accepted the responsibility for 
the error” in the land model and 
is now replacing the piping at its 
own 
expense. 
Navy 
authorities 
have said an inquiry under way 
into the Nautilus’ case will decide 
who was responsible there. 
In neither case did the defective 
tubing harm the nuclear part of 
the plant, officials said.
